The "We have seen the 
future and it's dressed in 
velour jogging suits" 
award: In September, the first 
cruise ship docked at Red 
Hook’s Pier 12, a portent of 
what city officials promise will 
be a wave of cruise ship moor- 
ings in Brooklyn. 

The "I love the smell of 
fecal coliform in the morn- 
ing" Award: Mega-star Heath

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Smart Mom Produces 
SmartKids on BCAT

F or Felice McGhie, a life-long Brooklyn native, I 
hosting her own show on Brooklyn Community | 

Access Television (BCAT) is already a dream come true. 

But what makes doing it even better? She gets to share Felice McGhie’s own children 
screen time with an adorable co-host; her eleven-year old a*® among the smart kids 
son Travis featured on her weekly show. 


The popular show, entitled SmartKids, 
began three years ago as a monthly 
program but recendy moved to a weekly 
Saturday morning time slot. “I might as 
well put a bed in that studio,” laughs 
McGhie. 

McGhie first became inspired to do 
her show after working with many indi- 
viduals at BCAT on their own programs. 
“I worked with a variety of producers,” 
recalls McGhie, as she expresses grati- 
tude to the numerous BCAT-trained 
community producers like Bernice 
Brooks, Julian Hill, and Ruperto Davis, 
among others, who helped her along the 
way. “The studio has a very pleasant 
feeling. I learned so much being in the 
control room, directing work, and it 
inspired me,” says McGhie. 

After working on other people’s shows 
for awhile, though, McGhie decided 
that it was time to start her own 
program. She looked no further than her 
own two sons and daughter for the 
premise. “I thought, what am I going to 
do with these kids?” remembers 
McGhie, as she looked for a fun and 
educational activity in which they could 
participate. The answer was to start the 
talk show, SmartKids, and showcase 
them, along with other kids, on the 
program. 

For its debut, SmartKids featured a 
reading of the classic children’s book, 
Green Eggs and Ham. In the next taping, 
McGhie tackled the subject of children 
with disabilities, and for her third show, 
welcomed a group of nine-year-olds, one 
of whom recited a speech from Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Over the next 
few months, she hosted dancers, 
rappers, singers - children and adults 
alike - and gained a following. “I would 
be walking down the street and people 


would come up to me and want to be on 
the show,” says McGhie. 

The 43-year-old welcomes the atten- 
tion, and the willing guests. Whether 
conversing with a civil court judge or 
listening to a ten-year-old rapper per- 
form, McGhie hopes people watching 
at home will learn something. “I want 
people to say ‘I didn’t know this’ or ‘I 
did not know that’,” she says. Although 
the format constantly changes and each 
show features something different, 
there are a few things that never 
change. “I always open the show with 
music,” she says, pointing to how 
she recently discovered that Ellen 
DeGeneres begins her morning talk 
show the same way. 

For McGhie, her love of interviewing 
people began at an early age. “I have 
been doing this since I was a kid,” she 
says, remembering how she would often 
go visit her uncle at his record store in 
Harlem and talk to the people who 
would come into the shop. In college, 
McGhie studied nursing and later 
worked for several years at a home for 
the elderly. During this time, she 
realized how important it was to try to 
fulfill one’s dreams, recalling how some 
patients had planned trips that they 
never got to take. “I didn’t want to say, I 
wish I could’ve, should’ve - I’m going to 
go do that,” she says. 

In her twenties, she pursued dancing 
and modeling, which allowed her to 
travel around the world. But no matter 
where she went, (even Jamaica, her 
favorite hotspot) she always found her 
way back to New York. “I have always 
lived in Brooklyn. I have been halfway 
around the world to different islands 
and countries but I guess I’m just 
strictly a New Yorker,” she says. 


After the whirlwind nature of her 
twenties, McGhie, one of seven children 
herself, has now settled comfortably into 
family life, raising her three kids in a 
three-family house she shares with her 
two sisters and all of their children. But 
don’t think she’s slowed down too much. 

In addition to taking the BCAT 
classes, McGhie received her A+ 
Certification in computer service 
technology from State University of 
New York/Brooklyn Educational Op- 
portunity Center (SUNY-BEOC), after 
completing an 1 8-month program. “You 
have to keep up. We live in a fast-paced 
society,” she says, of the valuable com- 
puter training she received. 

McGhie believes that BCAT helps to 
an this important mission. “You have so 
many different groups and nationalities 
here. It’s educational. [BCAT] gives 
people the opportunity to come in there 
and produce their own shows, and I’m 
one of them,” she says. 

As she recounts a makeover show she 
just completed, and how gorgeous her 
friend Rose looked afterwards, it is hard 
not to think of that other famous lady of 
talk: Oprah Winfrey. McGhie laughs off 
the comparison. “I think there are a lot 
of Oprahs at BCAT since before I got 
there. I admire her, though: she could 
have quit. . . If somebody wants to put 
me in that category, I’d be blessed.” 

Move over, Ms. Winfrey. Ms. Felice 
McGhie is on her way.

March of the politicians

In a city with 51 councilmembers, 13 con- 
gressional representatives, 63 members of the 
Assembly, 26 state Senators, a mayor, five bor- 
ough presidents, five district 
attorneys and a public advo- 
cate (who does what, exact- 
ly?), it’s not always so easy for 
a local pol to get noticed. 

But boy oh boy did our 
elected officials try! Here’s 
how our favorite sons and 
daughters got their name in 
The Brooklyn Papers this year: 

February 

Who IS da Boss?: Borough 
President Markowitz opened 
the political season by having 
actor (and native Brooklynite) Tony Danza 
show up at his “State of the Borough” address. 
Given Danza’s troubled history with TV ratings, 
it was unclear whether Markowitz was trying to 
ride on the star’s coat-tails or visa-versa. 

Ooh, that smell: State Senator Marty 
Golden (R-Bay Ridge) fumed over a Prospect 
Heights man’s children’s book which Golden 
believed promoted marijuana use. The book, 
“It’s Just a Plant,” focuses on a young girl who 
walks in on her parents as they’re sharing a 
joint. The experience sends her on a journey 
where she meets a farmer who grows his own 
weed. In the end, she vows to fight for “fair” 
marijuana laws when she grows up (stunted, if 
you can believe the marijuana opponents). 
Golden’s outcry led to two major develop- 
ments: 1) The book received enormous public- 
ity that it might not have gotten and 2) Senate 
staffers no longer bothered to include Golden 
in their all-night bill-drafting and pot parties. 

Premature Pressreleaseation: Council- 
member David Yassky is not reluctant to issue 
a press release, but the Brooklyn Heights 
Democrat pressed the

truck violations in 
Boerum Hill — 
but his announce-

March 

The naked are the damned: Who could 
have a problem with naked women? Well, 
state Sen. Marty Golden 
proved he was no fan of 
Howard Stem when he 
protested the Showtime series 
“The L-Word” after its 
posters appeared in bus shel- 
ters and subway billboards. 
The ad (at left) depicted 
naked women snuggling. 
Golden said he objected to the 
supposed lewdness, but based 
on his interview with The 
Papers, it might have been 
construed that he was simply 
overwhelmed by the conspic-

April 




All you need is love: Borough President 
Markowitz dived into a national controversy 
over gay marriage by coming out in support of 
same-sex unions — although he can’t actually 
do anything about it: the city clerk 
refused to issue marriage licenses to 
gay couples and courts said there’ 
not anything wrong with that. 

Any way they slice it: A 

Bay Ridge political club, 

Brooklyn Democrats for 
Change, lacked the conviction 
to even agree on the neighbor- | 
hood’s best pizza, naming 
Nino’s and Peppino’s as co-win- 
ners. Good thing they left toppings 
out of the debate or else they’d still be 
arguing. 

Convenient excuse: Councilmember 

Vincent Gentile (D-Bay Ridge) got in the 
papers for all the wrong reasons after propos- 
ing that drivers be allowed to legally double- 
park for five minutes so they could mn into a 
store for a quick errand. It was hard to know 
which was louder: the screaming from the 
NYPD or the laughter from local Republicans 
hoping to exploit the gaffe at election time. 
The bill died, but Gentile survived. 

May 

Photo op of the year: In the “You can’t 
make this stuff up” category, Borough 
President Markowitz was joined by Ms. Full-

campaign. Despite his own weight-loss 
efforts, Markowitz again won the “Full-

July 


need temporary office 
space during its up- 
coming renovation — 
so who else but our 
own Borough Presi- 
dent went straight to 
Turtle Bay to lobby 
Kofi Annan personal- 
ly? Markowitz pre- 
sented Annan with a 
statue of the Brooklyn 
Bridge, but in the inter- 
ests of international 
diplomacy, did not ask the trim U.N. secretary 
general for his diet secret in exchange. 

God's parking lot: The City Council did 
away with traffic meter enforcement on 
Sundays, arguing that people should not 
have to pay to pray. Mayor Bloomberg 
vetoed the Vincent Gentile-backed 
bill, calling it, “Another way of 
[councilmembers] trying to get their 
names in the paper in an election 
year.” The Council over-rode the 
veto in October. The new law led 
to a brief surge in religious con- 
versions before people realized it 
covered all parkers, whether they 
believe in God or not. 

Out of his bunker: Vice President 
Dick Cheney came to town to stump 
for Rep. Vito Fossella (R-Bay Ridge), one of 
the president’s more reliable allies in 
Congress. Fossella got another boost later in 
the year when the federal base-closing panel 
spared Fort Hamilton from its ax. But 
Fossella’s Republican street cred has made 
him a target of Democrats, who are seeking a 
candidate — Councilmember Vincent Gentile, 
perhaps? — to defeat him in November ’06. 

August 

Foot in mouth award: City Coun- 
cilmember James Oddo (R-Bensonhurst) told 
The Papers that the NYPD should use racial 
profiling against Arabs. “The reality is that 
there is a group of people who want to kill us 



and destroy our way of 
life — young Arab fun- 
damentalists.” How 
controversial w 
Oddo’s comments? 

Even the NYPD 
objected. 

October 

Pay the piper: For- 
mer Assemblymember 
(and Brooklyn Demo- 
cratic Party boss) Clarence 
Norman (D-Crown Heights) was found guilty 
of violating election law and falsifying busi- 
ness records. Two months later, Norman was 
convicted again on similar 
charges. The verdicts came as 
part of a wide-ranging inves- 
tigation into whether Norman 
and his cronies sold judge- 
ships. The crime wasn’t that 
they sold judgeships though, 
but that they charged retail! 

Party on!: Borough Pres- 
ident Markowitz - a proud 
Democrat - jumped off the 
Democratic bandwagon to 
endorse Mayor Bloomberg 
for re-election. With Marty’s help, the 
Republican mayor was re-elected by a historic 
margin over Fernando Ferrer. The mayor later 
repaid Markowitz for his endorsement by 
choosing Brooklyn as his home base during 
the three-day transit strike. The mayor even 
had breakfast at Markowitz’s favorite joint, 
Junior’s, but skipped the famous cheesecake in 
deference to Markowitz’s diet. 



November 


A come-from-ahead win: City Coun- 
cilmember Vincent Gentile (D-Bay Ridge) 
must have felt like he had a bull’s-eye on his 
back, what with so many Republicans trying to 
unseat him. The neighborhood’s GOP brain 
trust — state Sen. Marty Golden, Rep. Vito 
Fossella and Assemblymember Matthew 
Mirones — all backed challenger Pat Russo. 
But even though Republican Mayor 
Bloomberg won the district by more than 3 to 
1, Gentile pulled out a squeaker (well, a 
squeaker by today’s standards), winning 55-45.

He doesn’t build amusement parks, but 2005 
was a roller-coaster ride for Bruce Ratner. 

The Brooklyn-based developer, who built 
Metrotech and the Atlantic Center and Atlantic 
Terminal malls, was in our pages seemingly 
every week, typically as the target of scorn by 
opponents to his Atlantic Yards mega-project. 

But he also made news for his successes: 
obtaining the site from the MTA and making 
deals with some community groups. 

Here’s how The Brooklyn Papers covered 
the Year of Ratner. 

January 

3 BR, TRN YRD VU: Ratner claims he will 
add 1,300 units of much-needed affordable and 
market-rate housing — and eliminated more 
than 1.5 million square feet of less-needed 
office space — at his arena-residential-com- 
mercial mega-project. 

March 

Well, rec-u-u-u-se me!: Borough President 
Markowitz, a strong supporter of the project, 
suffers a political black eye when his 
appointee to the City Planning Commission — 
Brooklyn’s only voice on the panel — recuses 
herself from review of the project. As The 
Papers reported, Williams and her husband 
own a stake in the Nets, the very basketball 
team Ratner is hoping to move to a new arena 
in Brooklyn. 

Dial O for Opinion: In a stunning gaffe, a 
Ratner pollster called notorious Atlantic Yards 
critic Patti Hagan for her opinion on the project 
(he might as well have called President Bush 
for his opinion of Jacques Chirac!). Luckily for 
us, Hagan had her tape recorder on. ‘T am 
absolutely opposed to the whole damn thing!”

Hagan told Ratner’s unsuspecting pollster. 

April 

Easy money: Developer Shaya Boymelgreen 
sold a building in the Atlantic Yards footprint to 
Ratner for $44 million. Just eight months earli- 
er, Boymelgreen paid $20 million for it. That’s 
not a bad return on investment. Thanks, Bruce. 

May 

Not so fast: The Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority announces that it is seeking bidders 
besides Ratner for the Atlantic Yards site. 



Sealed with a kiss: Ratner gets a big wet 
one from activist Bertha Lewis (above) after 
agreeing to set aside half of his 4,500 apart- 
ment units to low-, moderate- and middle- 
income renters.

Not so fast, part II: The MTA tells Ratner 
that his $50-million bid for the rail yards is 
not enough, even as the transit agency rejects 
a $ 150-million bid from a rival developer. 

Picture this: Ratner gives the New York 
Times a sneak peak at Frank 
Gehry’s design for the entire proj- 
ect — but the reaction to the 
Vegas-style skyscrapers and Nets- 
logo friezes (above) is so nega- 
tive that he eventually orders his 
“starchitect” back to his drafting 
table.

October 

Keep off! : The Papers reveals that a one-acre 
park on the roof of the Gehry-designed arena 
— which Ratner had once touted as “an excit- 
ing ... new public space [for] passive recre- 
ation and active public space for community 
residents” — will actually be off limits to the 
public. So much for the promised skating rink 
and hot chocolate. 

Buy me love: The Papers 
also reveals that Ratner 
gave $5 million to sup- 
posed “community group” 
Brooklyn United for 
Innovative Local Develop- 
ment (BUILD). That kind of 
money buys a lot of friends. 

November 

Crackpot: Actress Rosie 
Perez doesn’t do opponents of 
the Ratner development any 
favors by saying that the mega- 
project would create unfriendly 
Manhattan-style neighborhoods. 
“When I lived in Manhattan, I knew the 
crackhead on my comer better than my 
neighbors,” she said. Ratner spokespeople 
immediately denied that 10 percent of their 
housing units had been set aside for crack- 
heads.

Highlights 
from Keyspan

The story of the 2005 
Brooklyn Cyclones was 
sometimes more promis- 
ing off the field than on it. 

Sure, the Clones were in the 
playoff race for most of the sea- 
son, but they faded at the end. 

Yet off the field, 2005 saw 
numerous former Cyclones 
make good in the Bigs. 

Most significant was first 
baseman Mike Jacobs, who 
joined the Mets in August and 
hit a homer in his first at-bat. 

Jacobs — who will be for- 
ever remembered at Keyspan 
Park for driving in the win- 
ning run in the 10th inning of 
the first Cyclones’ home game 
in 2001 — hit home mns in 
each of his next three games 
for the Mets, becoming the 
first big leaguer to hit four 
dingers in his first four games. 

The Mets promptly traded 
Jacobs at the end of the season. 

Another member of the in- 
augural Cyclones, Justin Huber, 
made his major league debut 
with Kansas City this season. 

And four former Cyclones 
are currently on the Mets’ 40- 
man roster: pitchers Brian Ban- 
nister and Matt Lindstrom, in- 
fielder Aaron Baldiris, and 
outfielder Angel Pagan. 

On the field, the 2005 Cy- 
clones showed a lot of the same 
grit once shown by those im- 
mortal Brooklynites. Managed 
by Met legend (and Bill Buck- 
ner nemesis) Mookie Wilson, 
the Cyclones finished the sea- 
son at 40-36, in third place in 
the McNamara Division of the 
New York-Penn league. 

Although they missed the 
playoffs, the Cyclones did have 
three players in the first NYPL 
All-Star Game, which was held 
at Keyspan Park. 

Left-hander Bobby Parnell, 
winner of the “Mel Parnell No 
Relation” Clonie Award, pre- 
sented by The Brooklyn Pa- 
pers, made the team thanks to 
his miniscule 1.73 ERA. 

Third-baseman Josh Pe- 
tersen also made the All-Stars, 
but a back injury limited his 
playing time. He did hit .286 
during the season. 

Speedy Long Islander Joe 
Holden, All-Star outfielder, hit 
.291, and he won a Clonie 
Award as the best semi-local 
Cyclone. 

Another promising Cyclone, 
catcher Drew Butera, hit only 
.217, but his great throwing

arm earned him a “Statue of 
Liberty Upraised Throwing 
Arm” Clonie. 

Infielder Ivan Naccarata be- 
came the first player to hit three 
home runs into die stiff ocean 
breezes blowing over the right 
field bleachers at Keyspan Park. 

To commemorate the 50th 
anniversary of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers’ 1955 World Series 
win, Keyspan Park hosted four 
members of that team: pitchers 
Carl Erskine, Clem Labinc and 
Ed Roebuck, and outfielder 
George “Shotgun” Shuba. 

The 2005 season also fea- 
tured a metaphysical ceremony 
involving Archie “Moonlight” 
Graham, a 126-year-old former 
New York Giant outfielder fi- 
nally getting his long-awaited 
at-bat. In real life, Graham (fa- 
mously portrayed in “Field of 
Dreams” by Burt Lancaster) 
made his big league debut at 
Brooklyn’s Washington Park 
late in the 1905 season. The 
year ended before he got a sin- 

Facing Cyclones’ pitching 
coach Steve Merriman, Graham 
finally got his chance — but 
struck out, on a fastball no less. 

Keyspan Park hosted the long- 
awaited unveiling of a statue of 
Jackie Robinson and Pee Wee 
Reese. The monument com- 
memorates the moment in 
May, 1947 when Reese, a 
white ballplayer, put his arm 
around his black teammate, 
who was being taunted by 
racist thugs before a game. 

The statue is permanently in- 
stalled at the stadium. 

The Cyclones’ 2006 sched- 
ule has not been announced, 
but there are 172 days until 
Opening Day. 

But who’s counting? Well,

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Street named 
for Iraq dead

Park Slope marked the one-year anniversary of the loss of 
native son Joseph Behnke in Iraq by renaming part of 
Prospect Avenue in his honor last week. 

Councilmember Bill deBlasio (D-Park Slope), who pre- 
sided over the ceremony at the comer of Prospect and Sixth 
avenues, said, “Sgt. Benhke’s loss is felt [by] his family, 
friends and neighbors in Park Slope, and by the men and 
women with whom he served in Iraq.” 

Behnke, 45, died on Dec. 4, 2004 in a crash south of Baghdad. 
A son of a World War II vet, Behnke tried to enlist to fight in 
Vietnam at age 13. At age 17, though, the Army accepted the ea- 
ger recruit and he served in the 82nd Airborne from 1976-80. 

After Sept. 11, he re-enlisted with the National Guard and was 
sent to Iraq, where he became one of more than 2,300 American 
soldiers killed in the occupation of Iraq. 

He was posthumously promoted to sergeant and awarded 
the Bronze Star. — Cersh Kuntzman

Eric Ringsby isn’t a racist. 
Honest. 

But the Fort Greene landlord cer- 
tainly had an uphill battle convincing 
Councilwoman Letitia James (D- 
Prospect Heights) after a constituent 
told James about a discriminatory 


apartment ad Ringsby had placed. 

The listing specified a preference 
for “European” renters. 

Granted, Fort Greene may be one of 
the few neighborhoods where it’s easi- 
er to find a baguette than a slice, but 
James promptly called Ringsby and 
told him his “preference” was illegal. 

“He was surprised to hear directly 


from a councilwoman,” James said. 
“But that’s me.” 

Ringsby blamed the “discriminato- 
ry” ad on a momentary loss of judg- 
ment, citing his wife - and a recent 
trip to Italy — as the culprits. 

“We don’t discriminate,” he said. 
“My wife just likes Europeans.” 

But the councilmember wasn’t buy- 


ing. So Ringsby pulled out his own 
race card, telling James about work- 
ing for Jesse Jackson’s Rainbow Co- 
alition and about the civil rights 
marches his mother took him to when 
he was a child. 

He also dropped the name “Martin 
Luther King.” 

Ringsby’s liberal street cred even- 


tually persuaded the councilmember 
that it was an honest mistake. 

“I’ll give him the benefit of the 
doubt,” she said. 

Meanwhile, Ringsby has found a 
new tenant. An American. 

“Europeans responded to the ad,” 
he said, “but I never even called them

I n outward show at least, Shakespeare’s 
Globe Theatre production of “Measure 
for Measure” — which runs through 
Sunday, Jan. 1 at St. Ann’s Warehouse in 
DUMBO — belies an ultra-traditional ap- 
proach. 

Jennifer Tiramani’s stately costumes are 
ornamented with ruff collars, lacey cuffs 
and brocade capes; Claire van Kampen’s 

courtly musical 

arrangements are 
played on 16th-cen- 
tury instruments 
like hammer dul- 
cimer, bagpipe and 
recorder; and many 
of the all-male cast 
are powdered to 
within an inch of 
their lives. 

Yet on closer ex- 
amination, the sen- 
sibility informing London’s lauded touring 
production ends up infinitely more Victori- 
an than Elizabethan as director Mark Ry- 
lance has instructed his two primary cross- 
dressing actors to play the lead female 
characters as sexually repressed. 

Dressed in corsets that stress their flat 
chests (as well as the seams), these Ama- 
zonian ingenues skirt elicited feminine wiles 
and weaknesses by exhibiting a highly pro- 
nounced reserve that suggests their brains as 
well as their bodies have been restrained by 
the most stringent morality. Edward Hogg’s 
Isabella is all pinched voice and gently 
prayerful hands (plus a single swoon), while 
Michael Brown’s Mariana has a royal stiff- 
ness that’s firm without being steely. 

Since neither performer camps or vamps 
outside the quietly quivering voices and 
highly contained movements meant to con- 
vey courtly femininity, these roles never 


register as either real women or comic 
mockeries. They’re well-behaved geldings 
in girlish gear — a strange conceit when 
you consider the script’s narrative thrust is 
nothing if not hormonal. 

Shakespeare’s tale starts with one novi- 
tiate, Isabella, finding her world upended 
when, on the eve of renouncing all earthly 
pleasures for convent life, she’s called upon 
to argue for her brother’s release from 
prison. (He’s been sentenced to die. The 
crime? Premarital intercourse.) The self- 
righteous judge, An- 
gelo, acting as surro- 
gate for the exiled 
Duke, invites her to 
trade her virginity 
for her brother’s 
freedom. Instead, 
with the help of the 
Duke, who’s dis- 
guised as a friar, she 
sets up her persecu- 
tor to sleep with his 
own former fiancee, 
Mariana, who’s been pining for him for five 
long years. 

To strip these principal players of all car- 
nal desire is to turn what is usually an im- 
passioned battle of the sexes into a coolly 
conceived war of philosophies. Any trans- 
gression registers as conceptual; any stated 
irrational longing, as a crafty political move. 

Liam Brennan’s Angelo isn’t lusting after 
Hogg’s Isabella. He’s challenging her reli- 
gious code. Mariana isn’t moonstruck by 
her former betrothed. She’s seeking her 
rightful husband. With Freudian overtones 
set securely on the back burner, this “Mea- 
sure for Measure” is short on heat. 

It’s akin to an “Othello” with an all-white 
cast or a “Richard III” with a matinee idol 
dressed to the nines. Which is not to say it 
can’t, or doesn’t, work but simply how 
strange it is to begin with. Similar to the Na- 
tional Asian American Theatre Company’s 




pan-Asian take on “Othello” in 2000 which 
turned the feud between Iago and the Moor 
into a straightforward potboiler, this produc- 
tion resurfaces as an Adlerian contest of 
wills with, this time, chastity instead of 
adultery, as the linchpin. 

Power is everything — even as rape is 
held at abeyance. And as the central conflict 
between Angelo and Isabella is desexual- 
ized, a secondary element comes to the fore. 

The Duke (played with comic brio by Ry- 
lance himself) shifts from a benign puppet- 
master to an insecure protagonist whose 
makeshift machinations are impromptu ex-

pressions of his own fears and desires. Taking 
his cue from the line ‘T love the people/But do 
not like to stage me to their eyes,” Rylance’s 
Duke is a self-conscious, if well-meaning, 
ruler, an emotionally stunted middle-aged 
monarch whose bungled phrasing and abmpt 
lapses into silence reflect a discomfort with 
the emotional and sexual realms. A sub-sub- 
plot concerning a self-aggrandizing courtier 
named Lucio (Colin Hurley) who slanders 
the Duke when the latter’s incognito, and 
slanders the alter ego when the Duke reap- 
pears, emerges as a significant narrative arc 
that reflects the development of the Duke’s 
self-confidence, a development that runs par- 
allel to his evolving love for Isabella. 

The success of this “Measure for Mea- 
sure,” and it’s a major one at that, is how 
the Duke’s final proposal of marriage to the 
sometime nun — which had formerly con- 
signed the text to problem play status — no 
longer comes out of nowhere. Instead, his 
proposal (which goes unanswered) comes 
across as the natural expression of a man 
who has finally gotten in touch with his 
feelings. You only wish that the actions 
which have inspired him were as richly con- 
ceived. 

As Mariana says, “They say the best men 
are molded out of faults/ And, for the most, 
become much more the better/For being a 
little bad.” The same could be said of 
Shakespeare revivals.

Anthony's no-fuss decor and service puts 
focus on top shelf pizza, ragu & more

S al Buglione wanted a pizza place 
that would make his father, An- 
thony, proud. His dream was to 
drive his dad to the eatery, point to the 
“Anthony’s” sign, and say, “This is 
for you.” 

His father died three years before 
Buglione could make the dream a reali- 
ty, but the place radiates family life: Sal 
and his brother Frank greet guests and 
his clan gathers in the dining room on 
Sunday evenings to enjoy his mother, 
Lina’s, magnificent ragu. 

Open since November, Anthony’s is 
doing a few things right. On a recent 
Sunday evening after 8 pm, every table 
was fidl and a group waited patiently at 
the door. They come for the warmth of 
the Buglione family members, who 
welcome every customer with genuine 
delight. The patrons visit for the light, 
vibrantly sauced southern Italian dishes 
comprised of the freshest ingredients. 
(Frank makes the mozzarella) And they 
line up for the brick-oven pizza. 

And, oh what pies. The man shovel- 
ing out some of the best pizza in Park 
Slope is “pizzaio- 
lo” Bart Agozzino 
who earned his 
pie-baking chops 
at the Trianon in 
Naples. Agozzi- 
no’s father, Alfre- 
do, built Antho- 
ny’s gas-fired 

The combina- 
tion of the pie- 
man and that 
oven make for an ethereal pizza It’s not 
too big — about 10 inches — and sold 
whole; this isn’t a slice joint. The crust 
is gently sprinkled with Parmesan be- 
fore it’s baked, which adds a delectable 
hint of salt to the dough. It emerges 
from the oven crisp, slightly chewy yet 
delicate, with smoky char-spots along 
its bottom. 


Any old sauce and cheese would be 
helped enormously by such an ideal 
base, but Anthony’s sauce tastes vividly 
of ripe tomatoes. Just enough milky, 
creamy mozzarella is applied so it does- 
n’t weigh down the works. Each pie is 
strewn with slivers of fresh basil. It’s 
delectable right 
down to the bub- 
bly, brittle collar of 

white pie, Antho- 
ny’s is the place 
indulge that 
yen. A bit of 
freshly made ri- 
cotta cheese tops 
the mozzarella 
for a simple look- 
ing, yet richly flavored, treat. 

A table of regulars who come on 
Sunday for Lina’s ragu, each planted a 
kiss on her cheek when she visited 
their table. After tasting it, I could un- 
derstand their affection. Ragu is a tra- 
ditional Italian sauce made on Sundays 
and usually served as a late afternoon 
family meal. There’s a variety of dif- 


ferent meats that cook slowly in the 
tomato sauce (Lina’s recipe includes 
meatballs, pork ribs and “braciola”) 
until they absorb the sweetness of the 
tomatoes and the meat becomes fall- 
off-the-bone tender. The “braciola” 
(beef rolled around a savory filling) is 
rich and garlicky; the spare ribs moist; 
but the meatballs are too bread-y. 

The sauce is poured over perfectly 
“al dente” ziti. 

Instead of a waiter standing over 
your dish and grating fresh Parmesan, 
a waitress plunks down a shaker. It’s 
all part of Anthony’s “not fancy, just 
great food” ambience. 

That casual, keep-it-simple attitude 
applies to the restaurant’s decor as 
well. Buglione (a co-owner of the 
Nick’s pizza chainlet in Queens) and 
his partners in this venture — brother 
Frank Buglione, Joe Bosco and Louie 
Pagano — did a gut renovation on the 
former Paradou space, including the 
outdoor garden area. Inside, they 
bricked the walls, lined the room with 
wooden tables, placed a small bar in 
the front and installed the brick oven 
in the rear. Frosted white chandeliers

add a soft glow to the room; a huge 
glass wall that faces Seventh Avenue 
adds drama. As far as decoration 
goes, there isn’t much, but it hardly 
matters; with an ambience as cheerful 
as Anthony’s, accessories are irrele- 

If you stick to the pizza and un- 
complicated dishes like the ragu; 
light, not too cheesy eggplant Parme- 
san; and terrific, tender, garlicky 
baked clams, you’ll be happy. 

However I would skip the slightly 
overcooked scallops, paired with a 
mix of slivered carrots, asparagus and 
onions. Compared to the rest of the 
meal, they were just okay. 

One dish that packed a wallop of 
flavor was the chicken with eggplant. 
Pieces of breast meat were flattened 
slightly and layered with an eggplant 
scallop. Before crowning the meat, 
the vegetable is baked with a thin lay- 
er of Parmesan and topped with a 


spoonful of winey, caramelized 
onions that add sweetness. 

Anthony’s serves two house-made 
desserts that, like the rest of the menu, 
are terrific examples of classics done 
right. Cannoli can be a boring, leaden 
dessert with a soggy shell and too 
sweet, ricotta cheese filling. Here, the 
shell is so thin, it’s nearly transparent 
and crackling crisp. Its filling is 
creamy, lightly sweetened and studded 
with ground pistachio nuts. Tiramisu is 
another perennial that has been on 
menus far too long. Again, at Antho- 
ny’s, it’s surprisingly good: the airy 
layers of cake soaked with espresso 
and mascarpone cheese are rich and 
pudding-like without being heavy. 

By January, there will be a “cheap 
but good,” list of international wines, 
Buglione says. 

Anthony may not have seen his 
sons’ dream come true, but he’d be 
proud of the place that bears his name. 




Moon over 
Manhattan 


In Williamsburg, a performance- 
space-cum-eatery is as common as a 
Chinese restaurant in Chinatown. But 
My Moon is more than brick walls 
and cement floors. Opened in May by 
Bener Bilgin, the vast 246-seat space 
functions as a gallery with works by 
local artists changing every six 
weeks; a performance space with a 
different act each night, including 
Wednesday’s belly dancing with a 
five band; and a restaurant with an 
eclectic Turkish-Mediterranean menu. 

It took over a year for Bilgin’s team 
to gut a factory boiler room and trans- 
form it into the high-ceifinged, multi- 
windowed space with unusual booth 
seating: the former plant’s water tanks 
are now banquettes (pictured). 

Doors in the back of the restaurant 
open to a spacious courtyard lined 
with wooden tables romantically 
framed with bright curtains in Chris- 
to-like “Gates” saffron. 


You can build a meal with small 
plates of chef Fernando Echeverri’s 
hot and cold offerings such as the red 
Spanish peppers filled with rice, 
sausage, and manchego cheese in a 
green sauce or tuna tartar topped with 
beets and toasted almonds. 

For hungrier appetites, there are 
entrees like the braised lamb served in 
a clay casserole with Swiss chard, 
figs, roasted shallots and vegetables. 

As befits an art/performance/res- 
taurant space, the specialty cocktails 
outnumber the wines, three to one. 

My Moon (184 North 10th St. be- 
tween Bedford and Driggs avenues) 
accepts American Express, MasterCard 
and Visa.

You’re right: Roger Green is REALLY corrupt

Your recent editorial about As- 
semblymember Roger Green (“No 
votes for a thief,” Dec. 17) omitted 
one relevant part of Green’s trou- 
bling record. 

You noted that after his convic- 
tion on larceny charges, Green was 
re-elected, a re-election that “speaks 
more to the power of incumbency 
and the lack of talent on the scan- 
dal-tarred Democratic bench.” 

As a local activist, I say the De- 
mocratic bench does have its own 
all-stars. In fact, I supported chal- 
lenger Hakeem Jeffries, a talented 
attorney untouched by scandal. His 
strong challenges to Green in 2000 
and 2002 illustrate the weakness of 
the 25-year incumbent’s support 
within the community. 

More important, Green abused 
the “power of incumbency” in a re- 
pellent way that undermined basic 
democracy: in 2002, he gerryman- 
dered his own district lines so that 
Jeffries’s home would be just one 
block outside the 57th AD — es- 
sentially barring Jeffries from run- 


ning after the Assemblyman’s con- 
viction in 2004.

Nets train fears 

To the editor 

The headline, “MTA strands fans; 
No new trains after Nets games” 
(Dec. 17), may be a false alarm — 
or a justifiable call to arms. We 
won’t know unless the MTA makes 
its transit demand model openly 
available to assess the impact of At- 
lantic Yards along with the other 30 
million square feet of development 
already approved for the Downtown 
Brooklyn area. 

Preliminary modeling shows the 
chokepoint is not on trains heading 
towards Manhattan in the morning 
rush (as crowded as they are). The 
greater strain is on westbound trains 
coming into Downtown Brooklyn, 
which currently handle 15 percent 


more passengers than trains enter- 
ing Manhattan. Inbound riders from 
Brooklyn will double as Downtown 
destinations increase over the next 
20 years. 

It is the MTA board that chose 
Forest City Ratner’s lower bid to 
develop Atlantic Yards with more 
than twice the density and resulting 
traffic and transit burden. The same 
political forces behind that deal 
must now make sure the MTA par- 
ticipates fully in the Environmental 
Impact Statement and demonstrates 
how it will provide sufficient serv- 
ice to ensure that Atlantic Yards 
doesn’t undermine the growth of all 
Downtown Brooklyn and erode our 
quality of life.

has been here longer. 

The battle bursts into the 
open when you actually at- 
tend the two menorah-light- 
ing ceremonies, as this 
latke-loving columnist did 
Tuesday. 

The Brooklyn Heights 
menorah is lighted first — 
and what a scene! Jewish 
men danced the hora.

And in an effort to attract 
a younger crowd, Raskin 
(once famously photograp-

Opponents of Bruce Ratner’s arena-residential-com- 
mercial mega-development at the Atlantic Yards were 
crying “foul” this week after the master builder moved 
forward with preliminary demolition work on six buildings 
within the project’s footprint. 

Ratner gave the New York Times an exclusive walking tour 
of the buddings earlier this month, and his spokesmen told the Paper 
of Wreck-ord that the buddings were in imminent danger of collapse 
and, therefore, must be demolished. 

Not so fast, cried City Councilmember Letitia James (D-Prospect 
Heights), who demanded that Ratner let her bring in an outside expert. 
James contends that Ratner is legady adowed to tear down the buddings only if 
they are an immediate threat to public safety. 

“We want to know what they are trying to hide by not letting us in,” said James (left). 



She’s now asking the city Department of 
Buddings to refuse to issue stdl-needed demo- 
lition permits. But the point may be moot: 
Ratner’s spokesman said the engineer’s report 
has already been provided to “the relevant 
agencies,” who have been convinced that the 
buddings are, indeed, falling apart. 

And the spokesman, Joe DePlasco, said 
James and other lawmakers “were invited to 
tour the structures with the licensed engineer who 
wrote the reports, but they said no.” 

DePlasco also pointed out that if the buildings 
were to collapse and injure someone, 
everyone would again be screaming for 
the head of Bruce Ratner (right).

It’s a fair question, given that Mayor Bloomberg is poised to 
crumple up the City Council’s so-called “Education Equity 
Act,” which would require schools to translate virtually all 
documents into the nine languages most-widely spoken by lo- 
cal parents. 

The bdl, which passed last week by a barely veto-proof 35- 
11 vote, was pushed by Councilmember David Yassky (D- 
Brooklyn Heights). 

“Translation services for parents are essential in New York 
City,” Yassky said. “How can a parent he involved in their [sic] 
child’s education when they [sic] can’t understand what the 
teacher is sending home?” 

According to Yassky, 43 percent of public schools students 
(which amounts to half-a-million kids) speak a language at 
home other than English. 

The bill was noticeably vague on how much money it would 
take to translate all documents into more than a half-dozen lan- 
guages — a point seized upon by the Department of Educa- 

A DOE spokeswoman estimated that it would cost “tens of 
millions of dollars” to translate every document going from 
every school to every non-English-speaking parent. 

The spokeswoman, Kelly Devers, said the DOE will spend 
$10.2 million to make sure a principal can get a translator on 
the line at any time. 

And, Devers added, the Yassky bill is beside the point be- 
cause the City Council does not have jurisdiction over educa- 
tion matters; the state government does. 

It’s not the first time the mayor and Yassky have tangled. 
Bloomberg last month vetoed a Yassky measure that denied 
landmark status to a Williamsburg warehouse. In that case, the 
Council overrode the mayor.

His movie roles 
included a jewelry salesman in “Marathon Man.” He also ap- 
peared in “Guerrilla Girl,” a 1953 movie starring Helmut Dan- 
tine, and “A Hatful of Rain” (1957).

B’klyn Navy Yard 
has a new captain 


The Brooklyn Papers 

The corporation that 
runs the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard has a new president. 
And here’s why you 
should care: 

The new leader. Park Slop- 
er Andrew Kimball, told The 
Brooklyn Papers that the Yard 
is about to embark on a con- 
struction boom to expand op- 
erations at the once-storied 
ship-building center. 

Currently, more than 4,500 
people call the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard their office — but with 
vacant land on the Yard’s east- 
ern side ready to be exploited 
and with dilapidated buildings 
on the Yard’s western side 
ready to be tom down, Kim- 
ball’s mandate is to bring in as 
many employees as will fit in 
the 300-acre complex. 

“We’re bursting at the 
seams,” Kimball said. “We 
have no room to grow right 

Kimball said his goal would 
be to add one million square 
feet of industrial and manufac- 
turing space to the existing 3.6 
million square feeL 

In addition to new con- 
struction, Kimball will over- 
see the demolition of the his- 
toric Admiral’s Row houses, 
which will be tom down to 
make room for a supermarket 
on the Yard’s western side. 
Such a store could open by

late next year, said Kimball, 
who earned the top job after 
working closely with Deputy 
Mayor Dan Doctoroff on the 
city’s failed 2012 Olympic 
bid. Before that, Kimball 
worked for the New York 
Public Library, where he 
helped raise $200 million to 
renovate 30 branches. 

He also worked for the 
New York State Economic 
Development Corporation un- 
der Gov. Mario Cuomo. 

Mayor Bloomberg, who 
nominated Kimball to head 
the non-profit corporation, 
hailed his choice, who will 
earn $162,000 a year in the 
post (sorry, but the salary is a 
matter of public record). 

“With his extensive experi- 


ence in the government and 
non-profit sectors, Andrew 
Kimball is the perfect fit to 
lead the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
forward,” Hizzoner said in a 
statement. 

“Andrew understands the 
importance of the industrial 
sector to the economic health 
of the city, and I am confident 
that he will build on the suc- 
cesses the Navy Yard has 
achieved over the past four 
years [and] create hundreds of 
new jobs and open up more 
commercial and industrial 

At its peak during World 
War n, 70,000 workers walk- 
ed through the Navy Yard’s 
gates every day. Now, there 
are 225 businesses, employing 
4,500 people. 

Sweet ’n’ Low is made 
there. So are pre-fabricated 
houses. 

But the Yard’s location will 
be its greatest selling point for 
future growth. Situated be- 
tween DUMBO and the Will- 
iamsburg/Greenpoint water- 
front, the Yard is in a good 
position to house small manu- 
facturers — furniture makers, 
print shops and the like — 
that will soon be pushed out 
of those neighborhoods by 
residential development, Kim- 
ball said. 

“There is such demand,” he 
said. “And it will only grow.”

"minimal" standard of living 
for himself and his depend- 
ents if forced to repay the
